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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-4, and 6 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Perez et al. for the reasons of record stated in previous Office. actions. In the response filed in the 
paper of September 28, 2007, Applicant continues to argue that Perez et al. fail to disclose a step that requires the expression of a 
phenotypic marker for excision that can only occur if the endogenous transposase is capable of auto-excision (response, page 1 0, lines 
18-22). Applicant's arguments were fully considered but were not found to be persusaive. Applicant is reminded that Perez et al. disclose 
ail the "ACTIVE" method steps to practice the instantly claimed method. In response to Applicant's arguments, Applicant's attention is 
drawn to page 9, and example 8 of the disclosure, which clearly discloses how GUS (marker protein) expression is restored upon excision 
by a transposase. 

Claims 1-3, and 6-7 also remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoder et al. for the reasons of record as stated 
in the previous Office action. 

It is noted that Applicant's response filed in the paper of September 28, 2007 has overcome objections to claim 10. However, claim 10 
remains objected because the amendment filed in the paper of September 28, 2007 has not been entered.
